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REVIVALS. 


The Rev. Laban Clark, of New York, gives a brief, but inter- 
esting account ofthe rise and progress of Method 
He observes, “It is now more than haif @ century since Method- 
ism was planted in thiscity. ‘Though small in its beginning, it 
has progressed with a firm and steady march; with various suc- 
Gess in adversity and in prosperity, in war and in peace: nor have 
the partial disaffections and occasional secessions broken our 
ranks, or driven the faitnful from their posts. At present we have 
general peace and harmony among preachers and people, all 
agreeing to unite their efforts to promote the common interest of 
the church. 

“For more than two years there have been favorable appear- 
ances and frequent showers, which we have hoped would be follow- 
ed with a settled rain of righteousness. Many of our people who 
were hungering and thirsting after righteousness, have been filled 
with perfect love; much has been done to promote holiness of 
heart and life, and to encourage Christian experience in the deep 
things of God. The labor has not been in vain; for several 

1onths past awakenings have been more frequent and conver- 
tions more numerous; and the present appearance is encouraging 
in all our churches.—About 280 have been admitted on trial since 
last conference, most of whom have been received since our last 
camp meeting.” 

He then proceeds to give a history of the rise, progress and 
present state of each church inthe city. John Street Church, it 
seems,is not only the oldest in New York, but in the United 
States. It was fourded inA. D. 1768. It has gradually increas- 
ed, until it has 17 classes, containing 369 members, 25 of whom had 
joined in a short time pricr to his writing. 
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Forsythe Streei Chureh was the second one, built inthe eity. {f 
was founded in 1792. At this church there have been severa} 
gracious revivals of late, and the work is in a prosperous state at 
preseat. The number of classes belonging to this church is 1y, 
containing 728 members. 

Dwne Street Church, is the next in order, and was built in 1798, 
Here the membership has gradually increased, and at several 
times there have been considerable revivals, and large additions to 
the church. About 70 had lately professed religion in this cone 
gregation,in ashort time, previously to his writing. It contains 
18 classes, and 550 members. 

Allen Street Church, is next on the list. It was dedicated to Al- 
mighty God, the first day of January 1811 It is also prosperiug 
insome degree. It contains 17 classas, and 585 membhrs. 

Greenwich Village Church, is the next. It was dedicated in 1818, 
and contains 4 classes, with 112 members. 

William Street Church, the next in order, was dedicated on the 
7th of last May. It is in a prosperous condition, more than 12@ 
members having been added to the society since last June. It 
contains 12 classes, and 540 members. —_— 

He concludes in the following manner. “It is with gratitude 
we record the mercies of our God, and with confidence we can pro- 
elaim, that“he is our Rock and our Salvation.” Total number 
of Church members in the city, 3,246. 





From a review of the papers received during the past week, 
we discover that the work of reformation continues to enliven the 
church of Christ in many places, In Springfield, Mass. the work 
of God is prospering, awakenings are frequent; forty-four stands 
propounded for admission into the church, most of whom are 
children or young people. 

At Danley,N Y. a powerful revival is going forward; and 
at Bennington, Vt. Canaan, N. Y. Westbrook and Manchester, 
Conn., and Alstead, N. H. a work of divine grace is going on, and 
scores are coming forward, confessing their sins and seeking mer- 
ey. The Philadelphian contains a letter addressed to its Editor 
from Ludlow, Mass. in which it is stated, that that town is enjoy- 
ing the life-giving influences of a revival of religion, which has 
extended to the several denominations, that “between 50 and 6@ 
have expressed a hope, and that there is the prospect of its con- 
tinuance for some time, Inéeed, throughout the north and east 
there is ageneral stirin religion, to give a full account of which 
would more than occupy the whole of this paper.

by vhich we are governed, in case of immorality among our tray. 

elling preachers. 

Of the method by which immoral travelling Ministers or Preachers shall 
be brought to trial, found guilty, and reproved or suspended in the 
intervals of the conferences.* 

“Quest. 1. What shall be done when an elder, deacon, or prea. 
cher, is under report of being guilty of some crime, expressly for. 
bidden in the word of God, as an uncheistian practice, sufficient 
to exclude a person from the kingdom of grace and glory? 

“Answ Lei the presiding elder, inthe absence of a bishop, 
call as many travelling ministers a3 he shall think fir, at least 
three: and if possible bring the accused and the accuser face to 
face. Ift'e person be clearly convicted, he shall be suspended 
from all official services in the church, ’ull the ensuing annual 
conference; at which his case shall be fully considered and de- 
termined. But if the accused bea presiding elder, the preachers 
must call in the presiding elder of the neighbouring Cistrict, whe 
is required to attend, and preside atthe trial. 

“If the accused and accuser cannot be brought face to face, 
but the supposed delinquent flees from trial, it shail be received 
as a presumptive proof of guilt; and out of the mouth of two or 
three witnesses he shall be concemned. Nevertheless, even 
in that case, the annual conference shall re-consider and determine 
the whole matter 

“Quest. 2. What shal] be done in cases of improper tempers, 
words, or actions 

“Answ. The person so offending shall be reprehended by the 
aenior in office. Shoulda second transgression take place, one, 
two or three ministers or preachers are to be taken as witnesses, 
lf he be not then cured, he shall be tried at the next annual con- 
ference, and, if found guilty, and impenitent, shall be expe'led 
from the connexion, and his name so returned in the minutes of 
the conference. 

“Quest. 3. What shall be done with those ministers or preach- 
ers, whohold and disseminate publicly or privately, doctrines 
which are contrary to our articles of religion ? 

“/Answ. Let the same process be observed asin cases of grost 
immorality; but ifthe minister or preacher so offending, do so- 
lemnly engage not to disseminate such erroneous doctrines it 
public or in private, he shall be borne with, sill hip ease be latl

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¥efore the next annual eonference, which shall determine the 
matter. 

«Provided nevertheless, that in all the above-mentioned cases 
of trial and conviction, an appeal tothe ensuing general confer 
ence shall be allowed, if the condemned person signify his inten 
tion to appeal, at the time of his condemnation, or at any time 
thereafter when he is informed thereof. 

“In allthe above-mentioned cases, it shall be the duty of the 
secretary ofthe annual conference, to keep regular minutes of 
the trial, including all the questions proposed to the witnesses, 
and their answers, together with the crime with which the 
accused is charged, the specification or specifications, and also 
preserve all the documents relating to the case; which min- 
utes and documents only, in case of an appeal from the decision 
of an annual conference,shaii be presented to the general confe 
ence, inevidence on the case. And in all cases, when an appeal 
is made, and admitted by the general conference, the appallent 
shall either state 
be a member of the conference,) the grounds of his appeal, show- 
ing cause why he appeals, and he shall be allowed to make 
his defence without interruption. After which the representatives

In their Twentieth Report, the Directors of the Loa- ao tae 
don African Institution say.— 

“On the whole, it appears that the slave (rade has ia 
@eased during the last year, (1825.) and that, notwith i 
standing the number of prizes taken, it continues to rage ts 
with unabated fury; & thatthe coast, withthe exception of 
the British settlements and their immediate neighbor 
heed, is in a worse condition than it has been for years 
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past; that the spaniards and Brazilians carry their pee- 
fligacy as far asever; while the French have become the 
slave carries of the Antilles. 

The petition from the Abolition Society of Paris, ty 
the French Legisiature, states that it is established hy 
authentic documents, that the slave captains throw inte 
the sea every vear about 3000 negroes, men, women and 
children: of whom more than one half are thus. sacrifi- 
sel, whilst yet a live, either to escape from the visit of 
cruisers, or because worn down by their sufferings, they 
gould not be sold to advantage. 

Nothing is more common than for ladies to take shares 
in an ebony adventure; in the case of one recent capture 
alone, there were four female consignees. 

We learn, from a statement with which we have been 
favoured, says a Liverpool paper, that there were 26, 
534 slaves embarked on board Brazillian vessels on the 
African coast, between the first of July, 1825, and 
the first of July, 1826,, for the Rio de Janeiro market, 
Of these poor creatures. 1540 died on the. passage; 
and 24,728 were landed at the Brazilian capital.
